INTERNATIONAL   ARBITRATION. 

The  chamber  ol  commerce  of  New  Vork  has 
indorsed  the  following  report  presented  by  F.  B. 
Thurber,  James  McCreety  nndGustav  H.  Schwab, 
favoring  international  arbitration : 
To  the  Chamber  of  Commerce : 

In  view  of  recent  warlike  utterances  by  men 
prominent  in  public  life,  and  the  pendency  of  in- 
ternational questions  affecting  commerce,  your 
committee  on  foreign  commerce  and  the  revenue 
laws  call  attention  to  the  following  from  a  recent 
number  of  the  University  Lmv  Review  ; 

The  following  account  of  the  growth  of  inter- 
national arbiirnlion  was  recently  given  by  Br. 
Beiij.  F.  Trueblooil  :  ' '  The  first  real  cases  of  in- 
ternational arbitration  were  between  this  country 
and  Great  Britain,  less  than  a  cen'ury  ago.  These 
were  provided  for  by  the  Jay  treaty  nf  1794. 
From  1816  to  the  present  time  there  has  been  an 
average,  through  the  whole  seventy-nine  years,  of 
one  important  case  of  arbitration  per  year.  Only 
four  or  five  of  these  are  known  to  most  people, 
for  one  war  makes  more  noise  than  a  hundred 
arbitrations  and  costs  more  than  a  thousand.  Only 
recently  the  President  of  the  United  States,  as 
arbitrator,  settled  a  difliculty  between  Brazil  and 
the  Argentine  republic  involving  a  territory  of 
thirty  thousand  square  miles,  and  the  papers  of 
this  country  had,  perhaps,  two  inches  of  notice  of 
it !  In  the  last  twenty  years  these  cases  have 
occurred  at  the  rate  of  two  or  three  a  year.  They 
have  covered  questions  of  boundary,  nf  insult  to 
the  flag,  of  property,  of  personal  injury,  every 
question,  in  fact,  with  which  nations  have  to  do 
except  the  one  question  of  the  actual  existence  of 
the  national  life.  In  every  case  the  difliculty  has 
been' settled  for  all  time,  and  no  war  has  ever 
grown  out  ol  any  of  them.  Our  country  has 
settled  more  than  forty  of  these  difficulties.  Dur- 
ing this  period  ol  eighty  years  we  have  had  three 
wars  with  foreign  nations,  lasting  altogether  only 
four  years  and  a  half.  We  have  been  literally  the 
peace  nation  of  the  world.  Great  Britain  has 
settled  about  a  dozen  in  the  same  period,  and  all 
the  nations  of  Europe  have  had  from  one  to  seven 
cases.  Japan  and  China  have  in  this  way  settled 
difficulties  ;  all  the  South  American  republics 
except  two  and  two  of  the  Central  American  re- 
publics have  done  the  same.  What  it  is  proposed 
to  do  is  to  crystalize  into  law  what  is  the  general 
practice  of  the  United  States  to-day  and,  to  a  con- 
siderable extent,  the  practice  of  other  nations. 
We  shall  find  another  interesting  subject  of  dis. 
cussion  in  the  proposed  establishment  of  a  great 
international  tribunal  of  arbitration,  which  shall 
be  to  ttie  nations  of  the  world  what  the  United 
States  Supreme  Court  is  to  the  stales  of  this 
union." 


Some  interesting  particulars  as  to  the  expendi- 
ture of  the  United  States  government,  in  river  and 
harbor  improvements,  were  given  in  a  lecture  re- 
cently  delivered  before  the  Franklin  Institute  by 
Mr.  I.  Y.  Schermerhorn,  C.  E.  The  first  appro- 
priation made  by  Congress,  for  the  improvement 
of  waterways,  provided  for  the  erection  of  public 
piers  in  the  Delaware  river  at  a  cost  of  $30,000. 
This  was  at  the  beginning  of  the  century,  when 
Philadelphia  was  tlie  capital  of  the  nation.  The 
first  river  and  harbor  hill,  which  was  passed  dur- 
ing the  administration  of  John  Quincy  Adams,  cov- 
ered an  expenditure  of  $150,000,  applicable  to 
twenty  localities.  Py  way  of  comparison,  it  is 
pointed  oiit  that  that  nf  1892  aggregated  $22,000,. 
000,  and  was  applied  ti  425  localities,  .exclusive 
of  surveys  made  at  14s  localities.  FrQin  1826  to 
183S  Congress  continued  to  make  annual  appro- 
priations for  the  improvement  of  a  large  number  of 
rivers  and  haibors,  exiiendinj;  during  ihat  interval 
about  $9,octo.ooo.  At  the  end  ol  this  period  :i 
change  of  public  policy,  extending  to  1S66,  tnoh 
place,  and  only  three  regular  river  and  liarbnr  b^jls 
were  pa=ised  during  ih^t  time.  In  1S41,  h'lwevrt^J 
it  was  provided  that  for  each  new  state  tliereafier 
entering  the  union  500,000  acres  ol  public  land 
should  be  set  aside,  the  priiceeds  from  the  sale  of 
which  should  be  applied  by  the  state  to  tte  build- 
ing of  bridge*  and  tlie  improvement  of  roads,  ca- 
nals, and  water-courses.  The  only  provision  was 
that  the  Uniied  States  should  have  the  rijjht  to 
transport  mails,  troops,  and  munitions  of  war  over 
such  cinnls,  roads,  &c.,  free  of  tt)ll.  The  interval 
nf  twenty-six  years  above  mentioned,  during  which 
so  little  was  done  in  the  improvement  of  national 
liighways,  extended  to  the  close  of  the  civil  war. 
From  this  time  a  new  departure  in  river  and  harbor 
improvements  took  place,  and  a  policy  was  origin- 
ated which  has  been  steadily  extended  ever  since. 
During  the  last  twenty-nine  years  94  per  cent,  of 
all  the  money  spent  for  river  and  harbor  improve- 
ments has  been  appropriated.  The  total  amount  ap- 
propriated from  1820  is  $262,845,900.  — TV^wj/w/.

say  1  luan.iijeil  to  obey  it,  although  I  had  consider- 
able  provDcuion.     I  occupied  the  liill  and  posted 
the  sentries.     .Some  Veiiezuelan.s  put  in  an  appear- 
ance,  and  salt!  they  liml  conic  to  work.     I   refused 
to  allow  them  to  land,  so    tliey  li,\d   to  retire;  but 
afterwards  aliout  35  or  30  came  over  with  cutlasse.s 
and  lol<l  me  to  clear  off  and  lake  my  men  with  me. 
I  returned  lo   my  station,  but   when    they  left   the 
hill  I  went  back  and  posted  my  men  as  before,  and 
we  remained  there  all   night.     Next    morning  our 
neighlmurs  again  came  over,  but  I  woiilil  not  allow 
tliein  to  land,     'i'hey  bnmght    15   armed  soldier.s 
who  atisurcd  me  lliey  had   come  to  turn  me  off.     I 
protested  again— all    I   couhl  do— and  tclurncd  to 
our  station.    They  then  remained  in  C(msiant  oc- 
cnpalKHi  of   the  hill    uniil  31st   Decmltcr,    and 
erected  a  flagstaff  on  which  the   republican  colours 
were  unfurled  on  Sundays  and  holidays.     On  New 
Year's  day  I  was  informed  by  the  corporal  that  he 
saw  no  soldiei  s  on  the  hill,  but  that  the  Venezuelan 
flag  was  Hying.     Accordingly,  the  following  day  I 
went  down  my^.lf,  'ilfin^  with  me  four  of  oar  men. 
1  personally  liauleil  down  the  Venezuelan  flag, 
hoisted  our  own,  and  posted  the  sentries  as  before, 
The  captain  in   charge  of  tlie  repnblicaii    lioojis 
shortly    afterwards     came    over    with    20    armed 
soldiers,  rifle*  loaded  and  bayonets  fixed.     He  tolii 
me  he  had  come   to  occupy  the  hill    again.     I  got 
ready  to   leave  again,  but   was   told    we  were  all 
piisoneis.    The  captain  then  in.structed  his  soldiers 
to  disarm  my  men.     There  were  only  two  sentries 
armed,  but  I  ordered  them  to  give  up  their  armi 
quietly.     I   cautioned   the   captain   that   we    were 
British  officials  on  British   tenitoiy.  but  he  simply 
said  lie  had  his  orders.     I  told   him  I  declined  to 
leave  unless  actual  force   was  used  to  compel  me, 
and,  accordingly,  he  used   force   to   put  n.s    in  the 
Imats.     We   were   taken   across   under  an  aimed 
escort  to  El  Dorado,  where  I  was  confined  m  a 
smad  room,  with  a  sentry  at  cicli  door.     About  an 
hour  afterwards   Suh-lnspector  Baker  was  brought 
across  under  an  escoit,  and  he  informed  me  the 
Vene^uelans   had  gone  up  to  our  station  after  dis- 
posing of  nie,  arrested  him  and  the  two  policemen 
remaining  there,  and   my  servant.     About  half  an 
hour  af[erwards  we  {that   is   Sub-Inspector    Baker 
and  inyselt)  were   inlormcd   that   if  we  made   no 
attempt  to  escape  we  would  be  allowed  to  go  about 
the  grounds  of  the  station.     I  gave  the  necessary 
promise  and  when  we  went  out  we  found  the  con- 
stables and  my  servant  confined  in  a  small  hut.    At 
my  request,  and  on  giving  a  similar  promise,  they 
were  allowed  to  walk  about.    At  night  ihe  captain, 
several  civilian   loafers  and  some  of  the   soldiers 
went  across  to  our  station,  and  we  cotild  hear  them 
bieakingopen  lioxes,  shouting,  screaming,  singin};, 
and  so  tm  until  about  three  o'clock  in  the  morning, 
when  a  number  of  them  returned  to  the  Venezuelan 
station  in  a  scandalous  slate  of  intoxication.     The 
revellers  had  looted  all  the  liquor  they  could   find, 
and  had  appropriated  all  the  provisions  they  could 
get_  Ihrough    the    windows    of  Ihe    store.-;.     The 
policemen's   boxes    were    broken    open,    and  the 
clothes  and  what  little  money  they  liad  were  stolen. 
In  fact,  the  station  )iad  been  thoroughly  ransacked' 
and  was  in  such  a  lilihy  condition   that  it  will  lake 
some  weeks  for   the   relief  party  to  restore  it  lo  a 
habilablc     condition.     The   officer   who   was   put 
III    charge    of    the    station,    and     some    of    the 
soldiers, ,  were    ftnind    drunk    about    the    place 
among   empty   bottles,  helplessly  drunk.     On  the 
Sth    of  January,  General   Lifontes,  commandeir  of 
Ihe  station,  anived   at   El   Dorado.     I  was    taken 
before  lum   and  protested   against   the  indignities 
ihat   wc   had  undergone.     On  the  121I1  we  left  El 
Dorado  on  mules,  under  an  escort  of  a  colonel  of 
Ibe    nalional   guard  and  thrt-e   others,    the    order 
beingtopiocced  toCiiidad  Bolivar.     We  reached 
Upata  on  the  iSth  of  January.     I  was  informed  by 
a  local  digmlary— a  sort  of  chief  magislrale-thnt

Monroe  doctrine  as  justification  for  interference  in 
our  boundary  dispute  wilh  Venezuela,  the  contest 
which  is  now  going  on  in  upper  ISrazil  has  a 
special  interest  for  us.  The  northern  poition  of 
this  repnblic  touches  French  Gui.ina,  exacdy  the 
same  ai  tK^e  nnrlbeni  portion  of  our  possessions 
in  that  pait  of  S"Uil;'.A.merica  touches  the  soulhern 
part  of  Venezuela.  And,  'ike  an  we  have  a  bound- 
ary dispute  with  the  ndventinei-;  who  just  now 
control  the  fortunes  of  Venezuela.  ';n  hiive  the 
French  a  similar  di.'jpute  with  the  Hrazilian-s,  The 
cases  are  thus  far  on  all  fours.  Two  Europca:- 
nations,  occupying  and  administering  countries 
contiguous  to  one  anothtr  on  the  South  Ameiican 
continent,  seeking  to  extend  their  boundaries 
(according  to  the  presidential  way  of  puuing  it), 
mnst  naturally  be  subject  lo  the  same  cniuhiions 
so  far  as  the  Monroe  docliine  is  concerned.  Now 
mark  what  has  occurred. 

France  claims  a  considerable  slice  of  northern 
Brazil  known  ns  Amapa.  It  should  be  noted  that 
she  has  never  occupied  this  territoiy,  or  sought  to 
attach  il  to  the  Cayenne  province  until  quite  lately. 
The  district  has  been  perfunctorily  administered 
byoneCabral,  whom  the  AVr,;  York  HoahUwm, 
fieantly  terms  a  "brignnd."  but  is  patriolically 
fighting  for  his  country. '  The  French  government 
ti)0k  very  little  trouble  lo  make  their  demands  in 
ordinary  diplomatic  forms.  They  preferred  to 
adopt  the  hiijh-handed  course  of  sending  soldiers 
from  the  adjoining  G«iana,  ami  they  had  just  as 
little  hesilation  in  killing  nnd  imprisoiiiut;  ISrazilian 
subjects  who  resisted  and  seizing  their  |)ropcriy  in 
the  disimted  district.  Ami  now  we  learn  that  a 
naval  demonstration  in  Brazilian  waters  is  threat- 
ened. Here  ends  the  parallel  between  the  cases  of 
England  and  the  repuldic  of  Venezuela  and  France 
anil  the  republic  of  Brazil.  Our  case  has  not  yet 
passed  out  of  the  domain  of  diplomacy,  while  the 
French  action  has  been  palpably  effective. 

As  yet  we  have  heard  of  no  vigorous  protest  or 
threats  Irom  the  American  President  against  our 
neighbours  for  the  slaniiluer  of  lirazilians  ami  tlio 
seizure  of  their  territory.  It  would  be  interesting, 
as  well  as  more  consistent  if  the  American  gnvern- 
inent  woulii  slate  why  they  make  this  disiinciion  m 
seeking  lo  carry  out  their  enforcGment  of  the 
Monroe  doctiine.  To  those  on  this  side  ol  the 
Atlantic  it  seems  that  tlie  only  difference  is— first, 
that  llie  twisting  of  the  tail  of  die  French  eagle  will 
not  help  a  presidential  election;  and  next,  that  no 
territorial  concessions  have  been  gi  anted  to 
American  speculators  in  that  part  of  i{ra/ii,  as 
have  been  improperly  given  in  the  di.sputed  district 
of  Venezuela.

admissible  by  ihe  Consiitulionof  Broiil. 

Concerning  the   imposto  of  2^  S,^  on  ihe  divi. 
(lends,  and  ihe  1/20  %   on   the  "operafves"  of  the 
lorei^n  banks  and  companies  locaied  in  the  slates, 
Art.  9  and  paragraph  4  of  the  Consiiliicion  says  : 
"  £'  da  (otupelencia  e.xclusiva  dos  Estados 
dectetar  impostos:  sobre  industrias  e pro- 
fissScs." 
which  is  specially  confirmed  by  Art.  12. 

It  appears  therefore  to  us  that  these  "  impostos  " 
created  by  ihe  federal   governmeiil,  so   far  as  they 
concern  banks  and  coninanies  loc.ited  in  the  states, 
are   unconstitutional.     Doubtless   the   banks    and 
C(nnpauies   are    working  under  a  charter  from  the 
fcdcial  government,  but  we  take  it  for  granted  that 
the  dispositions  of  the  Constitution  come  first  !  We 
understand   that  in    the    federal    disti  let  all  banks 
and  companies  which  pay  the  i%  ^  on  dividends, 
are  exeiiipl  from  the  old  "  iinposio  sobre  industrias 
e  projissoes,"    which  is  a   virtual   admission  by  the 
government  that  they  are  one  and  the  same  thing  ! 
"  A    Constiiuifao  asse^ura  a  brazileiros  e 
eslrangeiros  residentes  no  paiz  a  iftviola- 
bi.'idade  dos  direilos   concernentes  d  liber- 
dade :   Todos  sao  tguaes  perante  a  lei:  A 
Repiiblica  mio  admitte   privilegio  de  nirs- 
cimcnto ;    A'    garantido  0  livre    exeicicio 
de  t/uiili}uer    profissdo    moral,  intellectual 
e  industrial.'^ 
But  by  the  new  law  only  foreign  banks  and  com- 
panies ate  taxed  with  l/2o%  on  their  "  openifoes," 
therefore  they  are   not  on   an  equality  with  the 
native  banks   and   companies  before  the  law  !     By 
the  limitation  of  exchange  operations  lo  a  maximum 
(if  30  days,  and  the  prohibition  of  ihe  liquidi.t.on  ol 
transaciionsin  cxcliani;e  "  por  diffeien^-a,"  the  free 
exeiciso    of  your  jirofession,  which   is  said  to  be 
guaranteed  by  the  ConslituUon,  is  abolished! 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  all  foreign  banks  and' com- 
panies will   combine,  and    afipcal  to  the    Supremo 
Tiibiiii.il  Federal  for  protecilon,  under  the  powers 
contained  in  the  Constituiiou  of  Brazil.

TltlNIDAD  ISlA^n. 

THK  CllUISE  OF  Tilt:  "ALWHIK". 
The  doctor,  as  I  have  said,  ivas  a  most 
useful  iiiiiii  ou  sliore,  and,  wa  we  were 
anxious  to  coinplete  our  operations  as 
quickly  as  possible  and  leave  the  island 
before  tlie  Mtormy  season  should  set  in,  it 
seemed  a  pity  to  waste  so  much  eucryy 
and  uuiscle  aa  hia  in  an  idle  life  on  board 
the  yacht.  Haviny  remained  at  anchor 
for  so  louff,  and  knowin^,^  that  our  anchor 
had  now  ^^ot  such  a  firm  hold  that  there 
was  but  little  chance  of  its  draf,'-;,^int,s  and 
haviny,  moreover,  discovered  by  experi- 
ence thatr  it  was  possible  to  ride  where 
we  were  even  in  bad  weather,  I  had 
quired  a  considerable  conrtdence  in  the 
safety  of  th«  vessel,  and  I  believe  that  she 
could  have  remained  off  the  cascade  for 
six  months  without  sufferinjf  damage 
therefore,  riow  came  to  the  conclusion  tliat 
it  would  not  be  very  imprudent  to  leave  a 
somewhat  incompetent  person  in  charye, 
as  the  chances  were  that  he  would  have 
nothing:  to  do.  Pollock,  who  had  com- 
plained  of  sickness  for  some  time,  was  the 
one  from  whom  the  least  amount  nf  work 
could  be  extracted  on  shore,  and  was, 
therefore,  tlie  one  who  could  be  the 
most  easily  spared.  I,  consetjuentlv,  de- 
cided to  leave  him  on  board  the  yacht, 
instead  of  the  doctor. 

The  weather  now  looked  verv  settled 
and  there  was  little  chance  of  bad  weather 
for  a  time.  I  gave  Pollock  his  instructions, 
and  left  with  him,  as  a  crew,  Ted  Milner 
and  George  Spanner.  I  packed  up  my 
traps  and  pulled  oft"  with  tlie  others  to  the 
bay,  not  at  all  sorry  to  do  a  little  work,  for 
a  chanj^e. 

We  took  Jacko  on  shore  with  us.  He  did 
not  admire  the  island,  and  particularlv 
objected  to  the  land-crabs.  His  favorite 
amusement  was  to  turn  on  the  tap  of  our 
tank,  when  no  one  was  lookin^r,  and  let 
all  our  hard-got  supply  of  water  run  out. 

He  behaved  very  well  on  the  whole, 
however,  except  on  Christmas  Day,  when 
he  drank  some  rum  which  he  found  at  tiic 
bottom  of  a  pannikin  and,  I  am  f^rieved  to 
say,  became  disgracefully  intoxicated.  He 
had  a  dreadful  headache  "tlie  next  day. 

As  it  was  Sunday  there  was  no  "work 
done  on  the  first  day  of  my  stay  in  camp, 
all  hands  had  the'  usual"  lioliday,  which 
they  chiefly  employed  in  fishing,  and 
mending  their  clothes.  I  walked  up  tlie 
ravine  and  was  surprised  to  find  that  so 
much  of  the  landslip  had  already  been  re- 
moved. The  trench  was  about  twenty  feet 
broad,  and  ultimately  attained  a  depth  of 
upwards  of  twenty  feet  in  places.  It  ex- 
tended for  some  distance  along  the  face  of 
the  cliff— if  that  term  can  be  properlv 
applied  to  a  steep  slope  of  a  sort  of  natural 
concrete,  a  compact  but  somewhat  brittle 
mass  of  stones  and  earth.  It  was  at  the 
foot  of  this  cliff  that  we  expected  to  find 
the  cave  described  by  the  pirate,  but  how 
far  we  should  have  to  dig  down  through 
the  accumulation  of  earth  and  rocks  that 
had  fallen  from  above  and  now  filled  up 
the  bottom  of  the  ravine  it  was  iiot  easy 
even  to  conjecture. 

Our  object,  it  will  be  seen,  was  to  clear 
the  face  of  the  cliff  until  we  came  to  the 
original  bottom  of  the  ravine.  Though 
the  cliff  was,  as  I  have  explained,  composed 
of  brittle  matter,  as  if  in  an  intermediate 
state  between  eartli  and  rock,  and  of  com- 
paratively modern  formation,  it  was  easy 
to  distinguish  it  from  the  much  looser  soil 
of  the  landslip  that  lay  along  its  sides; 
this  last,  too,  was  of  a  very  different  color, 
being  reddish  brown,  whereas  the  cliff 
was  slate-bliie. 

The  men  had  constructed  several    little 
paths  leading  from  the  trench,  down  the 
ravine,  to  the  edges  of  the  chasms  and 
precipitous  steps  which   are   frequent  in 
this  gully,  and  the  earth  and   stones  that 
were  dug  out  of  the  trench  were  carried 
down  these  paths  in  the  wheelbarrows  and 
tilted  over  the  precipices.     As  we  .^gradu- 
ally filled  up  these  chasms  the  roads  had 
to  be  extended  further  down    the  ravine, 
and  at  last  we  had  formed  a  great  dyke 
which  stretched    right   across   it.     I  was 
satisfied  that  all  the  operations  had  been 
conducted    with    judgment,    and,    if    the 
treasure  were  in  the  ravine  at  all,    there 
was  but  little  doubt  that  we  should  find  it. 
The  same  rules  that  liad  been  laid  down 
by  the    doctor  for  the  discipline  of  the 
camp  were  observed  during  my  stay  on 
shore.     All    hands    turned  out  "at  dawn, 
and  cocoa  and  biscuit  were  served.     Then 
./«w«  worked  hard  from  half-past  five  till 
.nine,   at  which  hour  the  temperature  in 
that  closed-in  ravine  became  so  high  that 
It  w^^uite  impossible  even  for  a  black 
man  %«  work  with  pick  and  shovel.     A  bath 
in  the  sea,  to  refresh  ourselves  and  wash 
off  the  clinging  red  dust,   was  our   next 
proceeding.    Then  we  put  off  our  working 
Clothes  for  others,  and  partook  of  a  good 
breakfast,  consisting  chiefly  of  oatmeal, 
which  we  found  by  experience  was  the  best 
food  to  work  on.     During  the  heat  of  the 
Jay  we  lay  in  our  tents,  almost  panting 
for  breath  at  ,times,  so  intolerably  hot  and 
Olo»e  it  was.    At  half-past  three  we  re- 
.  turned  to  the  ravine  and  did  another  three 
'  Mrs*  Work.     After  this  was  another  bath, 
then  supper,     There  was  a  whole  lioliday 
OB  Sunday  and  a   half  holiday  ou    Wed- 
nesday. 

Even  during    the    early    hours    of    the 
morning,  when   the  sides  of   the  ravine 


sliaded  us  from  the  sun,  digging  was  hot 
and  trying  work  for  white  men.  We  wert.', 
of  course,  bathed  in  perspiration  all  the 
while,  and  were,  consequently,  verv 
thirsty,  so  that  the  cook  wa.s  kept  busily 
employed  in  going  backwards  and  forward's 
between  camp  and  trench  to  refill  our 
water-bottles. 

In  the  middle  of  the  day  the  sun.  blazing 
on  the  sands,  made  th'em  terriblv  hot, 
No  one  could  step  on  tliem  witli  bare  feet, 
even  for  a  moment  ;  one  could  not  even 
lay  one's  hand  on  the  ground.  The  sand 
here  is  mixed  with  a  finely  granulated 
black  mineral  substance,  and  I  think  it  is 
the  presence  of  this  that  causes  so  great 
ail  absorption  of  heat.  I  have  never  found 
sands  elsewhere,  even  in  the  Sahara, 
attain  so  high  a  temperature. 

We  were  not  altogether  lazy  out  of  dig- 
ging hours.  One's  clothes  liad  to  bo 
washed,  water  had  to  be  brought  down  in 
breakers  and  demijohns  from  the  distant 
issue  in  the  cliffs,  and  firewood  had  to  be 
gathered.  We  sotiietimes  went  out  in  a 
body  to  perform  this  last  duty.  We  would 
climb  high  up  the  mountain  aides,  where 
the  dead  trees  lay  tliickest,  and  throw 
down  the  timber  before  us  as  we  de- 
scended, until  we  had  accumulated  a  large 
quantity  at  the  bottom, 

I  shared  one  of  the  tents  with  Pursell, 
while  the  doctor  and  Powell  occupied  the 
other.  On  my  first  night  on  shore  we 
caught  three  turtles.  Our  black  cook,  who 
was  always  looking  out  for  them,  came  to 
my  tent  and  reported  tliat,  while  prowling 
about  the  beach,  he  had  observed  several 
large  females  crawling  up  the  sands.  It 
was  a  very  dark  night,  .so  taking  a  lantern, 
four  of  us  set  out.  We  soon  came  across 
one  of  the  creatures,  and  followed  her 
quietly  until  she  had  reached  a  spot  far 
above  high  water  mark,  and  then  we 
turned  her  over  on  her  back.  This  is  by 
no  means  an  easy  undertaking  when  one 
has  to  deal  with  a  seven-liundred-pound 
turtle,  and  requires  at  least  four  men  to 
carry  it  out.  The  turtle  does  not  permit 
this  liberty  to  be  taken  with  her  without 
offering  considerable  resistance  :  with  her 
powerful  flippers  she  drives  the  sand  vio- 
lently into  the  faces  of  her  aggressors, 
attempting  to  blind  them,  so  tliat  caution 
has  to  be  observed  in  approaching  her. 
We  turned  over  three  turtles,  and,  on  the 
following  day,  salted  down  the  meat  that 
we  could  not  eat  in  a  fresh  state. 

Turtle  are  kept  alive  for  weeks  on  board 
ship,  even  in  the  tropics,  and  all  the  care 
thai  is  taken  of  them  consists  in  placing 
pillows  under  their  heads,  as  they  lie  ou 
their  backs  on  deck — so  as  to  prevent 
apoplexy,  I  suppose— and  in  throwing  an 
occasional  bucket  of  water  over  them. 
These  creatures  seem  to  be  able  to  do 
without  food  for  a  very  long  period.  We 
found  that  we  could  not  employ  this 
method  of  keeping  alive  the  turtle  we 
caught,  for,  though  we  constantly  poured 
buckets  of  water  over  them  and  shaded 
them  with  matting,  tliey  could  not  exist 
on  these  blazing  sands,  and  the  practice, 
cruel  enough  at  sea,  would  have  been 
much  more  so  here. 

The  paid  hands  enjoyed  turtle-hunting, 
and  were  inclined,  thoughtlessly,  to  turn 
over  more  turtlt;  than  we  required  for  pur- 
poses of  food ;  so  that  I  had  to  give 
an  order  that  no  turtle  should  be  turned 
over  without  leave,  and  the  destruc- 
tion of  the  creatures  was  strictly  limited 
to  the  requirements  of  the  larder. 
A  similar  law  was  made  for  the  protection 
of  the  silly  sea-birds,  and  the  only  animals 
that  could  be  slaughtered  with  impunity 
were  the  unfortunate  land-crabs,  for  they 
had  no  friends  among  us  to  take  their  part 
and  legislate  on  their  behalf.  They  were 
now  not  nearly  so  plentiful  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  camp  as  they  had  been.  They  had 
begun  to  give  up  their  ignorant  contempt 
for  man,  and  on  only  one  occasion  during 
my  stay  on  shore  was  it  considered  neces- 
sary for  four  of  us  to  sally  forth  with 
sticks,  before  supper,  and  slay  about  a 
hundred  each. 

The  turtle  were  now  so  plentiful  that  we 
could  have  caught  in  a  fortnight  sufficient 
to  last  US  for  six  months,  had  we  even 
lived  on  nothing  else.  The  Trinidad  tur- 
tle are  of  large  size — 500  to  700  pounds — and 
their  flavor  is  excellent.  We  had  turtle- 
soup  and  turtle-steak  every  day  for  break- 
fast and  dinner,  so  that  we  became  utterly 
weary  of  the  rich  food,  and  I  do  not  think 
any  of  us  wish  to  see  calipash  or  calipee 
for  a  long  time  to  come. 

We  did  not  neglect  the  other  useful  pro- 
duets  of  the  island.  We  gathered  the  wild 
beans,  and  found  them  a  very  welcome 
addition  to  our  diet.  Of  fish  we  always 
had  plenty.  Powell  was  our  great  fisher- 
man, and  was  the  inventor  of  the  seine 
constructed  of  wire-fencing  which  I  have 
already  described.  In  addition  to  the 
edible  fish  I  have  mentioned  as  swarming 
in  these  waters,  there  are  several  other 
species  that  we  looked  upon  with  .some 
doubt,  and  refrained  from  eating.  Some 
of  these  were  of  quaint  forms  and  dazzling 
colors,  so  that  their  appearance  seemed  to 
warn  us  of  their  poisonous  nature.  There 
were  fish  of  brilliant  blue,  others  with 
stripes  of  white  and  purple,  others  with 
Vermillion  fins  and  yellow  bandslikethose 
of  a  wasp,

This  dtcision  is, 
in  our  opinion,  a  seriocs  error,  for  it  noi 
only  closes  tlie  way  to  an  honorable 
settlement,  but  it  deals  a  treacherous  blow 
to  the  principle  of  arbitration  itself,  Gov- 
crmnents  are  very  much  like  individuals— 
the\'  like  to  escape  from  a  false  position 
without  humiliation  and  loss  of  dignity.  If 
we  wish  to  remain  on  friendl)'  terms,  we 
ought  to  let  our  opponent  choose  bis  own 
way  out  of  such  a  dilBculty,  and  this  holds 
(]uite  as  true  with  nations  as  individuals. 
\Vc  have  no  doubt  whatever  but  that  the 
Britisli  government  wishes  to  find  such  a 
way  out  of  the  Trindade  entanglement,  and 
it  proposed  arbitration  a.s  such  a  means. 
This  governmeni  has  permitted  itself  to  be 
influenced  by  chauvinist  jiiejudices,  how- 
ever, and  arbitration  is  refused.  As  for  the 
reason  given,  if  it  is  valid  iheu  all  arbitra- 
tion in  future  becomes  a  farce.  If  a  gov- 
ernment may  decline  arbitration  because  its 
case  is  indisputable,  then  it  follows,  logic- 
ally, that  it  will  accept  adiitration  only 
when  its  case  is  doubtful.  To  accept  arbi- 
tration, then,  is  a  virtual  admission  of  a 
weak  or  doubtful  claim.  No  nation  will 
care  to  employ  arbitration  on  any  such 
terms.

authoritv.  It  niiisi  be  icmemhered  that 
these  ofl'icialsare  not  the  government  ;  tliey 
are  only  the  representatives  of  the  govern- 
ment, and  are  therefore  responsible  for  their 
acts.  '  If  such  iawsns  thin  ahnrainable  rev- 
enue hudjan  could  be  declired  null  and 
void  by  the  Supreme  Tribunal,  the  legis- 
lator w'otdd  be  more  careful  in  his  woik. 
It  might  induce  him  to  study  the  constitu- 
tion a  little  more  closely,  so  that  such  bhin- 
dt^rs  might  be  avoided  in  ihe  future.  At 
any  rate,  we  are  certain  diat  immediate 
efforts  should  be  made  to  have  the  law 
suspended.  We  have  no  patience  with 
those  who  tamely  submit  to  every  imposi- 
tion, in  order  to  avoid  offending  the  au- 
ihoritie.s.  One  inip>wition  always  leads  to 
annther,  and  the  victim  gains  nodiing  but 
kicks  for  his  submissiveness.  The  man 
wlio  lii^hts  may  not  always  win,  but  in  the 
end  lie  gains  more  th.in  the  man  who  al- 
wa\s  I'ields.  As  war  has  been  declared 
against  the  foreigner  in  chauvinist  circles, 
and  as  these  discriminating  ta.tes  are  but 
part  of  their  plans,  let  ns  see  if  somedung 
can  not  be  done  to  hold  them  in  check. 
The  foieign  banks  and  companies  have 
rights  under  the  constitution  wdiicb  even 
the  legislator  must  respect,  hut  he  will  not 
doso'unless  they  compel  him. 


The  continued  protests  ai^ainst  the  new 
imposts  .and  the  apparent  inability  of  the 
treasury  olitcials  to  devise  means  for  carry- 
ing tliem  into  force,  raises  the  question 
again  i^fs  it  not  possible  to  have  the  law 
declared  null  and  void  because  of  its  un- 
constitutionality ?

overthrow  the  monarchy.     The  people  liad 
nothing  whatever   to  do  with  it    and  they 
10. ik    no    interest  in   it.     That  Uiey  have 
ever  voted  in  favor  of  the    republic,    every- 
one knows  to  be  untrue  ;  they    have  never 
had  a  chance.     In  the  elections  since  held, 
thev  have  manifested  tlieir  interest    by  re- 
m  lining  away  from  the  polls,     Tfie  prom- 
inent menof  the  monarciiy  have  also  near- 
ly all  abstained    from   participation  in  the 
new    government.      From    this    it    would 
seem  that   a    very   luge    percentage  of  the 
people  have  not   unreservedly  accepted  the 
republic,  but   have  maintained   an  attitude 
of  neutrality,  or  non-participation.    In  view 
of  the    abuses    and    blunders  of  republican 
governments  since  iSSi;,  of  the  extreme  de- 
moralization   which    lias    fallen  upon  every 
public  department,  and  ol  the   disorganiza- 
tion   oi    the    treasury,    many  of  these  men 
have  concluded  that  now  is  the  time  to  de- 
clare themselves.

They    liave 
enovnu)nsly   increased    public    expenditure 
and  die  public  debt,  and  to  meet  this  diey 
have  increased  taxation   to   a    crushing  ex- 
tent.    If    the   pejple   to-morrow    demand 
restoration,    the  men  who   arc  responsible 
will  be,  not  those  wdo  issue  these  maniles- 
toes,  but  the  promoters  of  misrule  wdro  have 
had  the  direction    of    public    affairs  during 
the  last  six  years. 

I  Frot>i  the  rapid  increase  in  the  yellow 
fever  mortality  during  the  past  week,  it  will 
be  seen  that  our  warnings  have  ngain  been 
justified.  For  the  past  two  months  we  have 
been  urging  the  adoption  of  better  sanitary 
measures  in  orderto  counteract  a  threatened 
epidemic  of  fever ;  but,  as  the  custom  is  in 
this  city,  nothing  eflective  has  been  done. 
Until  the  epidemic  is  actually  upon  us,  the 
sanitary  authorities  never  think  of  precau- 
tions. Year  after  year  we  go  througli 
exactly  the  same  experiences  :  apathy  and 
neglect  in  the  cool  season  :  excited  ^nd 
profitless  measures  dtn-ing  the  epidemic.^  It 
seems  impassible  lor  these  olhcials  to  foresee 
an  emergency,  and  to  provide  against 
fever  by  cleaning  out  the  more  dangerous 
sources  of  infection  duiiug  cool  weather. 
Money  enough  is  spent  in  this  city  to  insure 
its  heaUhfulness,  if  it  were  properly  applied. 
Rio  de  Janeiro  ought  to  be  healthy  in  every 


particular,  and  would  be  if  its  people  would 
(.bserve  the  Rimple^tlaws  of  hygiene.  Fresh 
air,  pure  water,  cleanliness,  wholesome  food, 
the  prompt  removal  of  all  garbage,  die  avoid- 
ance of  all  excesses  in  the  hot  sea.son— the 
observance  of  the.se  would  ensure  them 
against  all  these  deadly  epidemics.  Instead 
of  attending  to  such  simple  matters,  they 
spend  their  money  on  improvements  which 
could  easily  be  deferred,  and  on  the  salaries 
of  an  army  of  worthless  officials.  Nothing 
is  done  lo'improve  the  Sau  le  district,  or  the 
crowded,  low-lying  districts  ofS.  Christovao. 
The  hundreds  of  cor/ifos  in  die  city,  which 
which  are  known  to  be  hot-beds  of  infec- 
tion, are  allowed  to  remain  as  before--dirty, 
crowded  and  pestiferous.  And  then,  when 
one  ventures  to  sound  a  note  ol  warning 
and  to  predict  a  bad  season,  these  self- 
satisfied  officials  call  him  a  pessimist  and 
sneer  at  the  warning.  Year  after  year,  the 
same  experience  is  repeated,  but  no  one 
derives  any  wisdom  from  it.  The  Brazilian 
is  very  much  like  thebntteilly;  he  enjoys 
himself  in  fine  weather  and  when  die  sun  is 
shining.  The  world  is  all  beautiful,  and  to 
him  there  is  no  disastrous  to-morro-.v.  Me 
exercises  no  forethought  and  he  makes  no 
prevision  (oi  the  future.  The  epuiemic 
disturbs  him.  but  wh^n  it  is  gone  it  is  for- 
gotten, It  never  occurs  to  him  that  next 
year  it  will  again  return.  Of  course  it  is 
now  too  late  for  prccauuons,  for  the  epi- 
demic is  upon  us,  During  the  last  twelve 
days  tiiere  have  been  175  deaths  from  fever 
in  this  city,  or  an  average  of  14  'A  a  day.  As 
the  rate  has  been  steadily  going  up,  we 
must  conclude  that  the  disease  is  spreading 
and  is  becoming  moie  virulent.  As  it  is 
unu5ual  for  an  epidemic  to  begin  so  eady 
in  the  season,  we  muht  conclude  that  we 
have  a  bad  time  before  us.  Now,  wliat  do 
our  sanitary  authorities  propose  to  do? 
Will  they  have  the  foul  [)laces  cleaned  ? 
Will  they  enforce  proper  sanitary  observ- 
ances in  the  crowded  places  of  the  city  ? 
And  will  they  try  to  provide  the  people 
witli  wholesome  food  ?  With  the  added 
costs  which  the  new  tariff  compels,  food 
will  naturally  become  dearer  and  poorer  in 
quality,  all  of  which  will  be  prejudicial  to 
health.  Will  they  not  at  least  protest 
against  these  obnoxious  imposts  iii^  the 
interests  of  public  health  ?

He  probably  knows  loo  well,  however,  Ihat 
tlione  difliciilties  have  not  been  uiitiiuly  ovcicome 
and  Ihiit  pacification'  is  still  far  from  being  com- 
jdele.  Nearly  every  day  telegrams  are  received 
showing  iliatthe  Casiiihislas  are  fully  determined 
ni>t  loies]iect  Ihe  rii;lil8  of  ihe  federnlisls,  nor  to 
observe  ihe  teuns  of  the  tie.ity  of  Aug,  23, 

Recently  the  nttacks  of  tlic  Casiilliistas  have 
been  itirecled  towards  mciiiliers  of  [he  |ircss,  On 
Ihe  9th  m>t,  in  the  slit-els  of  I'etotas  Dr.  Almeida 
Poes,  a  Caslilliista,  fired  (our  revolver  shois,  one 
of  which  took  effect,  nt  ihe  revolutionary  jonrnnl- 
ist  Affonso  da  Silveiia  Nunes  and  then,  dropping 
his  levolver,  ded,  pursued  by  the  wounded  man. 
and  succeeded  in  making  his  escape.  Municipal 
guards  who  witnessed  ihes-ceue  refused  to  airest 
the  ciiminal. 

AUelino  Moncorvo,  editor  of  the  lirazil,  and 
Thailio  Amorim,  editor  of  the  Bist/iri,  Ii.we  been 
assaulted  by  Castillustns,  Amorim  being  severely 
wounded  by  a  blow  on  the  head, 

At  Livinniento  Tiburcio  Chaves,  an  ex-revolu- 
tionist, was  arrested  and  held  in  custody  for  eight 
days,  being  forced  ilniing  tliis  time  lo  work  on  the 
streets.  At  the  same  jilace  another  revoluiinnisl 
has  recently  been  assaulted  by  Caslilltistas, 

On  the  Qih  inst.  the  Con-oio  do  iW'n,  of  Porto 
Alegre,  pul)lisheda  leiter  of  Dr.  Rctuhol  LuiUvig 
appealint;  to  Julio  de  Castilhos  (o  put  an  entl  lo 
ihe  Climes  that  are  conimilted  wiih  impuiiily  by 
ihe  police  auihorities  in  Taquara  do  Novo  Muiido. 
Ill  Ihat  disliici,  be  says,  aged  men  whose  respect- 
able characlei  caused  them  to  be  generally  es- 
teemed, have  iieen  cruelly  tnitnred  and  even  mur- 
dered on  the  simple  suspicion  o(  being  federnlisls. 
The  peoide,  he  adds,  tired  of  these  outrages,  arc 
inclineii  to  expel  the  police  autlioiii:ies,  but  have 
been  advised  to  wait  and  see  whetlier  the  .slate  gov- 
ernment will  cause  justice  to  bedone.  It  is  stated 
that  ihose  police  auihorities  have  since  been  dis- 
mi-sed  at  the  instance  of  CoL  Thomnz  Florcs  ;  but 
no  steps  have  been  taken  lo  punish  them  for  their 
crimes.  It  moreover  appeais  that  the  criminals 
who  wounded  Belisario  IJaptisla  at  Cai.xiis  will 
lilscwisc  go  unimnished,  ihe  police  investigation 
having  evidently  been  a  a  mere  farce.  A  similar 
re'^ult  is  to  be  expected  (rom  the  investigation  or- 
dered by  Col,  Fiores,  who  for  Uiis  purpose  has 
appointed  a  court  o|  inquiry,  in  regard  to  the 
Climes  committed  by  Col.  Firmino  Prates  and  his 
men  al  Concei9ao  <lo  Arroio, 

Cols.  Prestes  Giiiniaiaes  and  Felippe  Porto  are 
still  prevenied  from  returning  lo  iheir  homes  by 
Senator  Pinheiro  Machado's  brother,  Col.  Salva- 
dor Pinheiro,  who  still  keeps  a  biig,ide  of  irregu- 
lar troops  under  arms  at  S,  Luiz.  A  telegram  of 
the  nth  stales  that  Capi.  Maiioe!  Domingnes 
(broiher  of  Capi.  hah  Domingues,  one  of  the  vic- 
lims  of  miliary  murder  in  Santa  Calharina)  has 
been  sent  to  S.  Luiz  to  pay  and  <lisnrm  liiose 
tiOops. 

It  is  officially  announced  Ihat  on  the  6lh  insl. 
Joao  Francisco's  men  were  finally  paid  and  dis- 
armed. Il  appears,  however,  tha',  nivhough  they 
received  oiders  to  disband, -tliey  ctmiinue  to  mnin- 
tain  their  orfjanisalion  and  have  armed  themselves 
with  the  lances  of  whose  manufacture  we  gave  an 
account  in  a  j  revious  issue. 

The  [oth  corps  of  irregular  troops,  which  was 
slalioned  at  liaqny,  is  said  to  have  been  disbanded. 
From  the  accounts  preseiiled  to  the  Porto  Ale- 
sre  custom-house  by  Gen.  Hyppolilo  it  appears 
that  this  oflicer  up  to  March,  1895,  received  l,- 
690,o96.'fi743  of  government  money,  of  which  i,- 
6S4,ooo;|i  jiassed  thruugb  the  hands  of  Dr.  Vic- 
lorino  Monleiio,  then  minister  at  Montevideo, 

'I'be  government  is  reported  lo  be  sending  more 
troops  to  Rio  Grande.  The  3rd  I'qyiment  of  ar- 
tillery, which  has  just  arrived  here  from  S.  Paulo, 
will,  il  is  slated,  leave  in  a  few  days  for  that  slate 
and  it  is  nsseried  that  the  8lh  regiment  of  cavalry, 
now  in  Minas  Geraes,  and  the  loih  regiment,  now 
in  Santa  Catharina,  -will  also  be  sent.  On  Ihe 
other  hand  Col.  Bormann  has  been  withdniwi), 
but  has  leil  too  of  his  men  at  Passo  Fundo. 

Gen.  Savaget,  temporary  commander  of  the  dis- 
trict, is  expected  lo  leave  on  ihe  igtli  for  J'aia  nnd 
will  be  sncceeded  in  the  command,  until  the  ar- 
rival of  Gen.  Canluaria,  by  Col.  Thomaz  Fiores, 
It  was  expected  that  Gen,  Cantnaria  would  com- 
plete yesterday  the  organisaiiou  of  his  staff. 

It  is  .staled  ihat  Capt.  Joao  Clemenle  Torres, 
who  lias  an  esiancia  in  the  vicinity  of  Jagunrao,  in- 
tends applying  for  compensation  for  properly  des- 
troyed by  the  3rd  battalion  of  infantry  in  Decem- 
ber,  1894, 

Jutio  de  Caslilhos  has  at  last  published  a  law 
regulating  the  impeachment  of  ihe  head  o(  the 
.state  government.  He  has  recently  been  vigoi  - 
ously  attacked  by  the  Kepublka,  Ilomero  Ilnpti.s- 
ta's  paper,  for  having  failed,  during  an  adniinis- 
nation  which  has  now  lasted  nearly  three  years, 
lo  publish  a  I.1W  on  this  subject.  It  also  attacks 
Ihe  new  police  law  wliich,  it  says,  is  contrary  10 
Julio's  own  conslilution. 

Dr.  Fernando  Aiibott,  Ibazilian  minister  at 
Buenos  Aires,  has  obtained  a  leave  of  absence  and 
is  returning  to  Rio  Grande,  His  trip  is  supposed 
to  be  dictiUed  by  political  motives. 

On  Sunday  Silveira  Martins  look  passage  for 
Europe,  being  accompanied  on  board  by  a  large  j 
niiniber  of  friends.  Some  days  ago  at  a  breakfast 
at  Montevideo,  one  0'  his  friends  in  toasting  him 
expressed  the  belief  that  Silveira  Martins  would 
never  rest  until  Brazil  is  entirely  free  from  ty- 
ranny. 

The  eminent  Rio-Grnndense  in  re.iponding  to 
the  loasts  emphasiiced  the  fact  tlral  his  policy  'ha{l 
always  been  conciliatory  and  that  he  had  never 
failed  to  recumnieud  patience  and  moderation. 
He  is  willing,  he  .said,  to  cooperate  with  anyone 
who  will  work  to  recons:ruct  the  country  in  accord 
with  liberal  piinciples. 

One  of  the  speakers,  on  this  occasion,  suggested 
thai  statues  ot  Gunierdndo  Saraiva  and  SaUianha 
da  Gama  should  be  erected  nt  Porlo  .Megre.

Passenger  tialllc  is  pos- 
Hible  only  by  Iransfets  on  foot,  Init  id!  height 
trali'ic  has  been  suspended. 

—The  direclor  of  the  Central  la'lway  is  .said  to 
have  found  that  llitre  were  some  two  lumdred  ein- 
ployes  <in  that  line  who  liad  not  given  llie  bonds 
rcqmiedby  the  legnlalions.  In  coneciing  iliis 
iihiise  several  have  lost  their  places  through  in- 
abiliiy  to  find  bondsmen. 

—  A  ]iassenger  train  on  the  Sorocabana  line  was 
deraile.l  between  S.  Juao  .ind  Cotia  on  ibe  7th  inst., 
caused  by  an  animal  on  the  track.

The  Soroca- 
bana line  is  not  feni:ed. 

— The  municipnlily  of  Camjiinas  has  granted  a 
concession  with  an  interest  guarantee  of6  per 
cent,  on  400,0005;,  for  a  cheap  railway  from  that 
ciiy  to  a  place  called  Fund,  six  leagues  di^talll  in 
an  unsettled  district.  The  guarantee  is  lor  15 
years.  The  grantee  must  purchase  1,200  nlijiwires 
of  land  on  which  to  locate  colonists. 

—The  S.  Paulo  Railway  Co.'s  income  tax  case 
onappcil  has  been  detideil  by  the  llou.se  of  Lords, 
the  Lord  Chancellor  deciding  that  the  company's 
head  office  being  in  Loudon,  its  business  must  also 
be  considered  as  transacted  in  London.  The  coin, 
pany  must  therefore  ]iay  income  tax  on  the  whole 
ofits  profits  and  gains,  irrespective  of  llie  iciiileiice 
of  iis  shareholders. 

— Tiie  S.  Paulo  Railway  Co.  has  been  actively 
pusliing  forward  the  surveys  for  the  new  line 
helween  Santos  and  S.  J'anlo.  The  explorations 
have  been  made  along  the  valley  of  the  Rio  C\\h&. 
tr.i',  and  are  completed,  notwillisianding  llie  bad 
ii)caiher.  Tile  ciitjiiieers  are  now  compuling  the 
cij^st  of  the  projected  line.  Surveys  for  the  double 
truck  bciween  S.  Paulo  and  Juiidiahy  arc  also  in 
progress. 

—The  new  lime  Ictble  on  the  Ceiiira!  tor  the 
Sao  Paulo  trains  is,  we  understand  :  direct  trarn 
5  a.m.  ariivmg  at  S.  Paulo  at  5:15  p.m.;  ex- 
press train  6  a.m.  arriving  at  S.  Paulo  at  8:35  p.m. 
From  S.  Paulo  the  diiect  train  leaves  7  a.m.  and 
the  expre.-s  at  5  a.m.,  arriving  here  at  7:25  and 
6:50  p.m.  respectively.

On  I'Viday  OS  mure 
drivers  and  conductors  arrived  from  Rio  and  zo  of 
those  in  the  service  of  the  company  returned  lo 
Iheir  work.  At  7  o'clock  a.  in.  there  anived  from 
Pelrnp  di-.  50  policemen,  and  at  9:45  the  first  cars 
left  the  stntitm,  each  car  canymj;  two  policemen 
■with  loaded  i;niis.  No  attenipi  was  made  lo  inter- 
upl  the  traffic,  winch  continued  with  some  irregu- 
larity during  the  day.  It  had  been  intended  iliat 
ihe  cars  should  quit  running  at  8  o'eli>ck  ji.m. .  bnl 
it  was  afterwards  decided  to  kee[)  them  at  woik  all 
night.

Of  the  deaths  51  were  from 
yellow-fever,  71  from  small-pox  (including  2  at 
Inrujuba),  2  from  measles,  2  from  lyphoid  fever, 
8  from  beri-beii,  68  fiom  malarial  causes  and  no 
from  pulmonary  consumption. 

—The  minister  of  finance  has  ordered  ih- 
treasurv  agency  at  Ciirytiha  lo  jiay  to  D.  Guilhere 
mina  Slierer  Schleder  ihe  imiUefio  pension  which 
had  been  withheld  from  her  in  viitue  of  Minister 
Cassinno's  celebrated  circular  No.  36  confiscating 
ihe  pensions  of  so-called  traitors  to  llie  republic. 
J).  Cuilhermina  is  ihe  widow  of  Jos^  Loureii^o 
Schleder,  who  was  one  of  ihe  viclims  of  the  mili- 
liiry  nuirder  at  kilometre  65  on  the  Parana 
railway. 

-The  war  depaitment  ha^  given  Col.  Serra 
Marlins,  commander  of  llie  40th  liattalion  of 
iiihmliy,  a  leave  of  absence  -in  iliat  he  may  go  10 
J'ernanibuco  and  take  liis  seat  in  the  legislature  of 
ihal  state,  to  which  he  belongs.  It  is  a  singular 
idea,  this  permitting  miliiary  olhcerg  to  hold  legis- 
lative offices,  which  requires  leave  of  absence  in 
Older  to  perforin  the  duties  of  the  other  office. 
And  how  about  ihe  accumulation?  Will  Col. 
Serra  Marlins  draw  two  salaries? 

—The  government  has  lixed  the  number  of 
students  at  the  military  school  in  this  city  at  650, 
nf  which  250  are  officers  and  400  iirivates.  '['he 
Kio  (3rande  school  will  have  200  officers  and  200 
privates,  and  the  Ccara  school  100  officers  and  360 
privates.  This  gives  an  aggregate  of  1,510  mili- 
iary student  for  the  whole  country,  or  al)out  six 
//;//«  the  number  educated  by  the  United  Slates. 
Il  would  lie  instructive  to  know  what  need  lirazil 
can  have  for  so  many  miliiary  officers  ? 

—The  bill,  voted  by  Congress,  lor  increasing 
the  i>ay  of  certain  judges  ami  judiciary  officers  was 
signed  by  the  President  on  llie  6lh  inst.  The  in- 
crease in  the  jiay  of  judf;cs|(i  Ihe  supreme  court 
is  500$  a  monih  and  in  that  of  judges  of  the  couit 
of  appeals  200$.  The  pay  ofothcers  oftlie  supreni 
court  is  increased  30%.  The  pay  of  retirede 
judges  of  the  supreme  courl  will  be  calculated  in 
conformity  with  these  alterations  only  for  those 
who  serve  for  ten  years  after  llie  promulgation  of 
ihis  order. 

— Tlie  .minister  of  foreign  affairs  delivered 
Brazil's  reply  lo  the  British  arl>iiranon  proposal 
on  the  7th  inst.  It  is  said  to  contain  a  decided 
refasal  to  submit  the  Trindade  dispute  lo  arbitra- 
Iton,  because  the  Brazilian  government  considers 
ilsoase  to  be  indisputable,  The  Jornal  Jo  Com- 
'S'wrrf?*' "says  that  if  the  island  is  restored  it  is  not 
i(l)possible  that  the  Brazilian  government  will 
enieif  into  an  accord  with  Sir  John  Pender,  or 
■wilh  the  British  government,  for  the  landing  of  a 
cable  on  that  island. 

The  United  States   gnvcinment   has    claimed 

indemnity  from  Turkey  lor  the  assaults  and  losses 
sustained  by  American  missionaries.  Suppose  the 
British  government  now  demands  that  the  claim 
be  referred  to  arbitration,  because  it  affects  British 
interests  in  that  part  of  tlie  world.  And  suppose 
she  threatens  war  if  her  interference  is  not  honor- 
ed. And  suppose  she  reminds  Uncle  Sam  that  his 
missionaiies  had  no  business  ill  Turkey,  and  that 
his  meddling  in  European  affairs  4000  miles  from 
home  is  unnatural,  inconsistenl,  etc.  And  sup- 
pose  but  this  is  quite  enough  ! 


■The  aiteulion  of  the  sanitary  authorities 
ahoulii  he  directed  to  ihe  milkmen  who  supjily  the 
people  of  this  city  with  an  important  article  of 
food.  The  .slull'iliey  sell  uniltr  the  name  of  milk 
is  frequsnlly  uiilil  t"  feed  the  hogs.  And  some  ol 
the  e'tabli^hmenls  st'lling  Minas  milk  are  not  a 
panicle  belter.  The  liquid  is  hall  water,  thickened 
wilh  flour,  starch,  chalk,  or  anything  ebie  to  suit 
the  puriioae.  Often  il  is  sour  before  it  can  l)e 
sold,  and  then  it  is  mixed  wilh  siveet  milk.  Il, 
of  course,  can  not  he  lioilcd.  The  majority  ol 
places  where  it  is  sold  do  not  know  the  rudiments 
of  cliMnliness.  In  a  city  where  there  is  so  much 
sickne.ss,  the  aulhoiitics  should  be  scrni>uloualy 
observant  ul  these  articles  of  fuod. 

—  Visconde  de  OurO  Preloand  Councillors  Joao 
Alfredo,  Andrnile  I'igucira,  Lafayette  and  Cailos 
Aflnii>o  have  issued  a  manileslo  in  which,  afier  cx- 
phiining  the  causes  whicli  have  induced  the 
nioitarcliisli*  to  lehain  from  all  pnrticipation  in 
public  affairs,  they  assert  thai  in  view  of  the 
dangers  which  now  llneaten  the  counliy,  n  passive 
attitude  is  no  longer  patriotic  and  it  is  coiisequeiiily 
the  duly  of  every  cilizen  lo  exert  himself  to  defend 
the  nation  from  those  dangers.  They  do  not  pro- 
pose, they  say,  lo  make  proselytes  to  the  cause  of 
monarchy.  That,  they  think,  the  republic  itself  is 
doing.  What  they  propose  is  to  form  a  centre 
around  which  patriotic  cilizms  of  all  political 
opinions  may  rally  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  the 
woik  of  shielding  the  country  from  impending 
calamities. 

-According  to  some  Argentine  exclianges  the 
Venezuela  houndaiy  commission  appointed  by 
President  Cleveland  consists  of  Messis.  Lincoln, 
Phelps  and  IJrewcr— ihe  first  two  being  ex-minis- 
ters to  Great  Britain  and  the  last  a  justice  of  the 
Supreme  Conrl.  By  oilier  Iclegrams  we  seethe 
name  of  Mr.  Coudert  mentioned  in  conneclion 
with  the  commission.  Mr.  Coudert  is  a  prominent 
lawyer,  and  was  connected  with  the  Paris  aibi- 
tration  commission  on  the  Behring  sea  dispute. 
If  this  composilion  of  the  commission  is  correct, 
il  may  he  consideied  that  a  fair  and  impaitial 
repoit  will  be  made,  but  at  Ihe  same  lime  this  will 
not  justify  its  creation.  It  is  not  customary  for 
one  nation  to  appoint  commisions  to  investigate 
the  piivate  affairs  of  others  without  even  the 
shadow  ol  an  invitation. 


— A  peculiar  case  of  official  negligence  and 
cruelty  has  just  been  exposed  by  the  Gazela  de 
A'oticiits.  Cm  the  lolh  our  colleague  noted  the 
death  ol  a  boy  named  Joaquim  in  the  lock-up  at 
the  police  station.  On  the  following  day  it  was 
stated  that  the  lioy  died  of  yellow  fever.  He  was 
first  taken  to  the  Misericordia,  where  he  was 
denied  admission  by  the  attendant  because  he 
considered  the  boy  to  be  insane.  The  boy  was 
then  taken  to  the  police  station  and  locked  up, 
because  of  said  insanity,  but  no  doctor  visited 
him  and  lie  died  of  yellow  fever  that  night.  There 
are  some  abuses  of  this  description  liere  in  Rio, 
de  Janeiro  which  need  vigorous  reform.  In  th' ' 
first  place,  a  hospital  of  the  imporiance  of  thl 
Miericordia  ought  to  have  a  competent  physicla V 
always  in  attendance,  and,  In  the  second  place,  i;  > 
ill  or  deranged  person  should  ever  be  detained  an 
hour  at  the  police  station  without  a  thorough 
medical  examination.

Business  Notes 


— In  the  city  of  Ceara  there  were  slaughtered 
last  year  17,125  beeves. 

—The  town  of  Carangola,  Minas    Geraes,    is    to 

be  lighted  with  electricity. 

—The  sum  of  120,000$  has  been  subscribed  for 
building  a  theatre  at  Kibejrao  Preto,  S.  Paulo. 

—The  reported  resignation  of  Dr.  Del-Vecchio 
as  director  of  municipal    works   has   been    denied. 

— It  is  stated  that  there  are  employes  of  the 
telephone  company  who  have  not  received  their 
pay  for  seven  months. 

— The  pliylloxern,  it  is  staled,  has  made  its 
appeal  ance  in  the  vineyards  in  the  vicinity  of 
Santa  Barbara,  Minas  Geraes. 

—The  debts  of  the  Banco  Industrial  e  Mercan- 
til,  amounting  to  11,000,000$,  were  sold  at  auc- 
tion last  Tuesday  for  3S,ooo$ooo, 

—Messrs.  John  Moore  &  Co.  have  announced 
that  Mr.  David  Koberts  has  been  admitted  lo  fnll 
partnership  in  that  firm  dating  from  the  1st  insl. 

— The  Giiarany  of  Cachoeiras  says,  that  its  edi- 
tor has  received  from  Col.  Gutllermino  Adolpho 
da  Silveira  a  sugar  cane  30  palmos  long,  which 
has  72  joints. 

— On  Tuesday  last  the  board  of  brokers  (ramara 
syndicti!  dos  correlores)  tendered  its  resignation  to 
the  minister  of  finance.  This  is  its  way  of  pro- 
testing against  the  new  law. 

— There  are  779  kilometres  of  river  navigation 
in  the  state  of  S.  Paulo,  distributed  as  follows  ;  — 
Mogy-guassii,  200;  Piracicaba,  220;  Ribeira  de 
Iguape,  154 ;  Jacupiranga,  103 ;  Juquid,  78 ; 
Una,  24. 

—The  motive  power  for  the  electric  illumination 
of  Santos  will  be  furnished  by  the  Cubalao  water- 
fall, which  was  purchased  for  150,000$  for  that 
special  purpose.  The  machinery  will  soon  be 
place  and  then  Ihe  street  and  house  service  wires 
will  soon  be  placed  in  position. 

— We  take  much  pleasure  in  noting  that  Robert 
J.  Kinsman  Benjamin  has  lieen  authorized  to  form 
a  joint-stock  company  to  he  called  the  Cooperntiva 
Naciona!.  At  the  present  moment  there  is  much 
need  of  "cooperaliva,"  particularly  if  it  suffices  to 
give  us  food,  clothes  and  employment. 


—According  to  a  recent  statement  Messrs,  A. 
Kiouli  &  Co,  have  impoited  a  total  of  636,044  im- 
migrants  under  its  contiacis  with  llie  sta'e  of  Silo 
Paulo  ("iSS;  to  Nov.  1895),  the  national  govern- 
ment (iSSS  lo  June  1891),  and  the  Compaiihia 
Melropoliiana  (July  1S91  to  November  1895.) 

— A  great  many  per.S!m;  and  corporal  inns  are 
quite  ready  to  accept  the  help  of  the  newspapers, 
when  in  difficulties  and  then  quite  ignore  and  for- 
get ihem  when  apparently  free  from  diflicullies  ; 
ail  the  same,  neither  man  nor  company  can  be  sure 
that  a  day  will  pass  when  they  may  not  require  ihe 
newspaper. — Buenos  Aires  Herald. 

—The  pulilic  gas  account  i)f  the  city  of  S.I0 
Paulo  for  December  amounted  to  53,933$970,  of 
which  34,5SO$38o  covers  "differences  iiiexcliange," 
or  more  correcily  "depreciation  in  the  currency." 
This  should  fi;<ure  as  a  tax  upon  the  country  be- 
cause of  iis  errors  in  keeping  mercenary  and  in- 
competent men  in  impoitant  public  offices. 

—At  the  meeting  of  the  municipal  council  on 
Saturday  Intendent  Luis  Alves  proposed  that  an 
abatement  of  30  per  cent,  should  he  made  In  Ihe 
municipal  taxes  of  merchants  who  deil  solely  in 
Hrazilian  products.  AVe  should  bke  to  ask  this 
patriotic  alderman  where  the  Brazilians  would  now 
be  had  it  not  been  for  foreigners  and  foreign 
products. 

—Public  feeling  is  much  excited  in  Santos  over 
the  election  of  a  new  municipal  council,  which  will 
have  to  do  with  the  projected  sanitary  improve- 
ments in  that  city.  As  Ihe  slate  is  to  assist  in  Uie 
undertakings,  and  as  the  improvements  are  esti- 
mated to  cost  not  less  than  30,000,000$,  it  is  felt 
that  ihe  office  of  alderman  for  the  next  few  years 
will  be  worth  holding. 

— In  Santos  the  prosecuting  attorney  hasopered 
nn  investigation  in  regard  to  ihe  disappearance  of 
the  register  of  municipal  contracts.  It  is  acuiious 
slate  of  things,  surety,  where  important  public 
documents  are  carried  off  in  Ihis  way.  What  se- 
curity can  there  be  for  either  the  ciiy,  or  ihe  con- 
tractors, when  the  new  improvements,  to  cost  30,-  1 
000,000$,  are  carried  into  operation  ?  Lei  us 
have  a  little  common  honesty,  genllemeu,  and  a 
tiltle  impartial  punishment  of  knavery  ! 

— Tlie  iheatre  project  in  Sao  Paulo  has  at  last 
taken  definite  shape,  and  on  the  9th  Alderman 
Penteado  submitted  to  the  municipal  council  n  pro- 
posal, conceding  to  the  party  who  shall  bnild  a 
Iheatre  suitable  for  opera,  elc,  the  right  lo  disap- 
propriate the  site,  il  necessary,  and  exemption 
from  all  taxes  for  twenty  years.  The  calls  are  to 
be  made  in  S.  Paulo,  Rio  and  Buenos  Aires  and 
will  be  closed  at  the  end  ol  four  months.  The 
Iheatre  must  be  ready  at  the    end  of  two  years. 

— It  is  said  that  the  new  duties  on  medicines 
will  immeasurably  increase  the  bnsiness  of  Messrs. 
HicJacet&Co.  This  was  of  course  anticipated, 
ihown  by  the  hurried  exodus  of  our  legislators 
just  before  their  work  took  effect.  In  all  proba- 
bility a  lesttmonial  will  be  presented  to  Congress 
by  the  well-known  house  of  Le  Febre  Amavella, 
Variola  &  Co.,  in  behalf  of  themselves  and  ihcir 
clients,  because  of  this  signal  proof  in  their  inlerest 
in  the  preservalioii  of  a  lime-honored  national  in- 
dustry. 

— The  national  candles  are  now  at  war.  One  of 
iheir  creators,  Dr,  Julio  Brand,^o,  opened  an  ex- 
hibit a  few  days  ago  at  the  industrial  exposiiion,  in 
which  he  placed  some  candles  made  by  his  com- 
petitor. Dr.  Julio  Otioni,  in  1893,  with  ihe  object, 
of  course,  of  showing  what  progress  has  been 
made.  It  so  happens,  however,  that  Dr.  Julio 
Ottoitt  is  a  member  of  the  exposition  commission, 
anrt  he  at  once  ordered  the  show-case  covered. 
This  caused  a  row  between  the  rivnl  doctors,  and 
the  tallow  is  all  over  Ihe  shop  and  some  of  it  is  lo 
be  found  in  the  newspapers. 

— The  Sao  Paulo  druggists  have  issued  a  circu- 
lar informing  their  customers  that  they  have  in- 
creased their  prices  40  to  100  per  cent,  on  the 
articles  affected  by  the  new  import  duties.  Their 
list  includes:  lOO  per  cent,  on  Murray's  and 
other  fluid  magnesia,  Bristol's  sarsaparilla,  medi- 
cinal pastilles  (tabloids)  in  boxes  or  tins,  granules 
and  pills  in  paper  boxes  ;  70  per  cent,  on  syrups 
in  general ;  60  per  cent,  on  elixirs,  liqueurs, 
wines,  solutions,  Knorr's  and  other  antipyrine 
pastilles ;  50  per  cent,  on  sarsaparilla  of  Ayer,  of 
Radway  and  others,  on  pills  and  granules  in 
bottles,  on  almond,  castor,  cod-liver  and  other  oils 
in  bottles  ;  40  per  cent,  on  all  pastilles  in  bottles 
and  oils  in  tins. 

— We  see  that  the  director-general  is  improving 
the  service  at  the  postoflice.  but  we  can  assure 
him  that  there  is  still  something  to  be  done.  On 
ihe  3rd  two  registered  letters  were  received  at  the 
postoffice  for  the  editor  of  this  paper,  but  only  one 
aviso  was  sent  lo  us.  We  called  in  person  and 
received  one  of  the  said  letters.  Subsequently 
(on  the  loth)  we  were  again  at  the  registered 
letter  depariment  for  letters,  and  the  missing 
letter  w.is  not  mentioned.  On  the  nth  we 
called  again  for  more  letters,  wdien  the  clerk  in- 
formed us  that  there  was  an  extra  one  there  for 
which  we  had  no  aviso.  As  the  teller  contained 
an  important  document,  the  loss  of  which  has 
occasioned  complaint,  wc  ccmsider  it  proper  to  say 
that  more  care  should  be  reciuired  from  the  clerks 
in  this  section  of  the  postoflice. 

— It  is  surprising  what  advertising  will  do  for  a 
genuine  article.  We  learned  yesterday  that  since 
ihe  introduction  into  this  market  of  "Odol"  the 
sales  have  steadily  increased  till  at  present  the 
monthly  consumption  is  simply  enormous.— 
Buenos  Aires  Herald.  It  is  an  established  fact 
that  judicious  advertising  greatly  assists  the  sale  of 
any  article.  Besides  this  it  insures  much  earlier 
returns.  We  happen  to  know  of  a  disinfectant 
which  has  been  only  moderately  advertised  here, 
during  the  past  year,  and  has  already  secured  a 
very  piomising  foothold  in  the  market  and  now  en- 
joys good  sales.  On  ihe  other  hand,  we  know  of 
another  disinfectani,  a  good  article,  which  has  been 
much  longer  in  the  maiket  but  is  rarely  ever 
spoken  of,  simply  because  its  agenls  do  not  believe 
in  advertising. 


— The  comniilttfe  appointed  ni  the  meeting  of 
bankerM  and  meichanm  held  on  the  4ih  inil,,  pre* 
senled  a  fominl  representation  011  the  .subject  on 
the  Sill  iin-t,  Contrary  to  expcctaiiona  tliey  do 
not  deal  with  the  excea->ive  chaiacter  of  the  taxes, 
but  with  the  uncertain  inteipretnlion  nf  certain 
provisions.  Ofcouise,  at  intermediaries  they  pass 
the  taxes  on  to  their  customers,  who  in  the  end 
wit)  have  to  bear  the  buiden.

—On  the  31st  ult.  the  balance  in  favor  of  de- 
positors in  the  government  savings  bank  {caixa 
economica)  at  S.  Paulo  amounted  to  6,600,000$. 

— A  S.  Paulo  telegram  oftlie  9th  inst.  slates  that 
Ihe  investigations  in  the  Santos  custom-house 
have  already  revealed  frauds  10  the  amount  ftf 
1,000,000$. 

— The  receipts^of  the  recebtdoria  at  Campinas, 
Sao  Paulo,  in  1S95  amounted  to972,958$g3i,  and 
the  expenditures  36s,36o$48i,  leaving  a  net 
balance  of  6o7,598$45o. 

—A  project  is  under  discussion  in  the  Sao  Paulo 
municipal  couiicit  authorizing  an  expenditure  of 
90,000$  on  a  piece  of  land  adjoining  the  hospital 
lor  infectious  diseases,  which  it  is  proposed  to  turn 
into  a  cemetery.

The  state 
revenue  for  the  same  month  was  8o2,279$i62, 
against  5i6,987$362  last  year  and  621,077(543  in

—The  Platea,  of  S.  Paulo,  publishes  a  letter  ol 
prominent  merchants  of  that  city,  asking  the  gov- 
ernment lo  postpone  the  collection  of  the  new 
dnlies  on  imports,  since  otherwise  they  will  lose 
heavily  on  merchandise  ordered  in  October  and 
November. 

—One  of  the  Pernambuco  state  bonds  for  too 
reis  (about  two  centii)  has  made  its  appearance  in 
lliis  city.  It  bears  interest  at  the  rote  of  6 per  cent, 
per  annum  and  is  redeemable  inten  yeais.  Itis,of 
course,  a  subterfuge,  an  evasion  of  the  law  against 
the  issue  of  currency. 

—Congressman  Serzedello  in  one  of  his  recent 
articles  intimates  that  he  proposed  a  plan  of  re- 
tienchment  that  would  have  produced  a  1  eduction 
of  from  So  to  loo  thousand  contos  per  annum  in 
the  public  expenditure,  but  that  Congress  refased 
to  adopt  it.
